"Field Notes'' in its last edition states: "Seven 


hundred agents will travel to Milwaukee, at 
their own expense, to spend three days in ser- 
ious business sessions, fitting themselves to be 
better and bigger life insurance men and to 
take back to their own communities the br~t 
the business affords. 


To all of which I say, So be it—Amen."

The Executive Committee has authorized me 


to make a statement to you at this time: one 
which I hope and expect will be welcome to you. 


After careful and painstaking consideration for 


a number of weeks by the Officers of the Com- 
pany and the Executive Committee, the Execu- 
tive Committee has fixed the dividend scale for 
1924. which it is a pleasure for me at this time 
to be able to announce to you.

NEGLECT OF THE NORMAL SCHOOLS 


The "Wisconsin Board of Normal Ke- 


gents makes the statement that the nine 
normal schools under its jurisdiction will 
T)e ''tremendously crippled" if compelled 
to operate during the next year on the 
funds that are now available. • .This is due 
to the failure of the recent legislature to 
authorize new appropriations for the nor- 
pial schools. They face a shortage, ac- 
cording to the board, of approximately 
11.000.000. Some of this is needed for 
expansion, some for maintenance and 
some for operation. 


The normal schools of Wisconsin have 


phown c, marked growth in attendance 
since the campaign was made a few years 
ago to elevate the teaching profession and 
make it more attractive by increasing sal- 
aries. 
The acuteness of the problem of 


securing efficient teaching staffs for 'the 
public schools, not only of this state but 
el other states, was thoroughly impressed 
ttpon the people. There had been a no- 
ticeable falling off in the supply of com- 
petent teachers and public schools were 
Buffering as a result. 


This was a matter of serious public 


••*oneern. and anything which interferes 
fvith the start made toward its solution is 
of added public concern. The one depart- 
ment above all others which ought to be 
liberally sustained is that which has to do 
u-ith education. 
Since there is a direct 


relationship between the output of the 
normal schools and the adequacy and eSi- 
•cacy of the public school system through^ 
out the state, it is not too much te say 
•that the failure of the legislature 'to pro- 
vide for the normal schools was the most 
/lamentable feature of its disappointing 
^session. " 


I 
It is possible that the needs of the ner- 


'inal schools may be taken care of by the 
holding of a special session of the legisla- 
ture to make the necessary appropria- 
tions, but assuming that the legislature 
can be induced to do this, the people of 
JVViseonsin would be called upon to pay 
'the heavy expense of an extra session 
•"which proper regard by the lawmakers 
!for their responsibility would have avoid- 
'ed. The legislature did not make the 
educational appropriation because of the 
.political jam it got into near the close of 
the session. This ommission is but an- 
other item of the heavy cost to the tax- 
payers «t factional politics and selfish and 
inconvpstent leadership.

LEVELS 


Chicago is at last taking seriously the 


fight that i? being made against diversion 
of water from Lake Michigan by its sani- 
tary district. It has sect representatives 
to Washington with a certified check for 
$1.000.000 to demonstrate its good faith 
5n offering to buiH compcnsatiog works m 
tlic St. Lawrence and St. Gair rivers to 


1h*> lowering of lake levels 


by its diversion of water. 
This 


action is ihc result of a federal injnnc- 
iion r^ontly issued to restrain the sani- 
tary board within six months from -using 
snoro ihan 4.700 cubic feet of lake wa- 
1*r per $crond. as originally authorized by 
IJic war department, instead of the more 
1han S,0<"> 
ri rnHc feet which is now b<^ng 


taker.. 
\ Thosfl whs have thus far successfully 


prosecuted the fight to prevent the lower- 
ing of lake levels by the city of Chicago 
should not be misled by this step. While 
the plan to build compensating works 
may appear plausible, there is-'the possi- 


/ 


bility that it may not prove to be a prac- 
tical raeasu're. Once authority is given 
by the war department or by congress for 
the diversion of an additional volume of 
water by the city of Chicago it will bo 
exceedingly difficult to have it, repealed or 
modified. If there is any doubt whatever 
about the merits of the proposed compen- 
sating works, and we believe there is a 
doubt, the fight to compel Chicago to 
solve its sewage problem by some other 
method such as the construction of a 
sewage reduction plant should not. be dis- 
carded. This, it seems to ITS, is the logi- 
cal means of taking care of Chicago sew- 
age rather than mere drainage and a re- 
sort to some remote scheme of doubtful 
value to give shipping security against 
the damaging effects of lowered lake levr 
els for water needlessly diverted.

national public park of the tract of land 
owned by the United States government 
at the entrance of Sturgeon Bay. Eecently . 
the members of the Wisconsin Press asso- 
ciation paid a visit to Door county, where 
they were the guests of the Door Cousty 
Chamber of Commerce. 
At a meeting 


held on this occasion, Thomas A. Sander- 
son made reference to this park project 
with a word picture and appeal that will 
bear repeating. He said: 


We wish you to think in terms of Wiscon- 


sin, today. What you see in this thumb of the 
state belongs not to Boor county: it is a part of 
Wisconsin, and is yours as well "as ours, and 
when you stand this afternoon upon one of those 
imposing bluffs that through the ages maintains 
its sentinel post overlooking the water of Green 
Bay. and you view the imposing forests of vir- 
gin timber, the roll of Jilll and valley, -the rocky 
shore broken here and" there by" the inviting 
stretches of sanfir when you look upon the 
green and blue waters of Green Bay lying at 
your feet, and note the islands nestling upon its 
bosom: and see the Michigan shore in the far 
distance, and you listen to the lapping waters. 
and "view the beauty of the restless sea—when 
this panorama lies before you. drink deeply 
and be proud that you are a son of Wisconsin. 


" But all the beauty, the fiory of" this region, 


is not available to the public use.' To you. the 
Press of Wisconsin, -we submit for your consid- 
eration, as a Wisconsin project, the securing of 
an additional beauty "si"5t.:"th'at the;people of this • 
great state^ihe people of the Middle west, of 
the nation' may find the joy, the invigorating 
spirit that conies' with' the enjoyment of the 
great out doors.

presently, and If the baby 'is properly fed and gets 
sufficient outdoor air and sunshine the legs remain 
straight. But" if the feeding is left to the casual 
suggestions of the" neighbors .or if the little one 
is strung" along on any substitute for food which 
happens to "agree." there is still a chance that 
the legs may become bowed before or after the 
child begins to walk"." 
When a baby threatens to be bowlegged it is use- 


less and really a mistake to try to keep tho child 
from bearing his weight on the legs or from learn- 
ing to walk. 
The muscular effort of learning to 


walk tends to improve the child's condition and 
hence to straighten the legs. , It is also a mis- 
take "to "imagine that'a child may or can become 
bowlegged from bearing his weight when he hap- 
pens to be a fat baby. Better jn every case to 
permit the baby to learn to walk and to walk when 
he wishes to do so though it is not advisable to at- 
tempt to teach an infant to walk before he is a 
year old when be is notxeager to try. 


The usual cause of bpwleggedness is rickets: 


this must be treated by" the physician, whatever may- 
be" done' about the' deformity "itself.

Many infants with bowlegs recover from rickets 


by good fortune or good treatment arid after a year 
or two their bowlegs begin to straighten and be- 
come almost if not" quite perfectly straight by the 
fourth or fifth year. 
In marked bowing, the application of a suitable 


brace or tension splints, to be worn under, the ob- 
servation of the physician, will straighten the legs 
within a year PF £w°- but »nly"in children under the 
age'of six years. After that a'ge nothing short of 
operation will straighten bowlegs. 


Probably mild massage and kneading of the mus- 


cles of the legs each" night and morning, with gentle 
bending "manipulatiori""to""straighten"the bones7 is of 
value". This the mother can' do after instruction 
by the physician. 
The operation for bowlegs in -young patients is 


a bloodless oiie, the legs being kept in splints six 
weeks or longer aftter the correction of the deform- 
ity.' All of these procedures are best left to the 
hand of an orthopedic surgeon or a general surgeon 
who treats orthopedic cases.

Those who best know London are 


aware that .the streets and buildings 
which have the 'most interesting his- 
torical associations aro usually mean 
and unattractive. 
No casual visitor 


to Covent Garden Market would look 
twice at the dingy church which rises 
so heavily from tho cobblestones at 
the western end of the market place. 
Yet the old church of St. Paul's Cov, 
ent Garden, has many links with 
other days, when Dryden, Dr. John- 
son, and Boswell were familiar fig- 
ures in the streets near by. Lamb 
wrote his essays just' across the way. 
All the great actors, actresses, sing- 
ers and "performers at Covent Gar- 
den opera house and Drury Lane 
theater harve passed its portals. 


Within a few yards of it tho once 


famous Dr. Arne was "born in 1710 
and his remains were laid to rest be- 
side it 68 years later". Moro than 
100 years-before Arne's death 
the 


mortal remains of the/ sailor poet. 
John Taylor, were buried in this little 
plot of ground! In 1680 Sir Feter 
' Lely, court painter to King Charles 
II, was buried here. 
His art has 


preserved for us the beautiful women 
of the Merry Monarch's court. Nell 
Gwyn owes very much of her renown 
to Sir Peter Lely's pictures; In the 
same year, ISSOi Samuel Butler went 
to his last long home in this tiny 
churchyard.

Englishman Cannot Understand 


How So Good a Car Can Be 


Sold For So Little Cost 


A. Ludlow Clayden. the well-known 


English engineer whose activities In 
this country for the T>ast nine years 
have stamped him as'.one of the lead- 
ing analysts of motor ,car design ^and 
construction, recently visited a Durant 
plant where he carefully inspected 
every mechanical detail of the Star 
Car. His opinion 
of Its design and 


construction is set forth in an article 
which he prepared 
for Motor 
and 


which appeared in the Joone issue of 
that magazine. Believing that the dis- 
interested opinion of such an expert 
as Mr. Clayden would be of more than 
passing interest to the readers of Dur- 
ant's Standard, we are reprinting it 
herein through the courtesy of Mo- 
tor in slightly abridged form. 


"How it can be done for the price, 


is the first thought of any one who 
looks carefully over the Star chassis 
and the complete car. Probably the 
greater the automobile- knowledge of 
the beholder, the greater will be the 
mystery. In the writer's ca'se. an ana- 
lytical study of the finished car, o* 
the component detail parts'anrl of the 
methods of assembly, convinces him 
that the manufacturer's margin of 
profit must be minute. 


"Taking over a brand new sedan, 


straight from 
the final inspection, 


which had never been on the road, the 
writer rapidly 
registered some 
pri- 


mary impressions. First, 
that the 


clutch action was the lightest he-had 
ever experienced and that th* gear- 
shift was consequently much easlw 
than normal. Second, and really simul- 
taneous with the speeding up of the 
engine on second gear as the car 
emerged from the Durant plant, was 
the entire absence of "tinny" sound, 
partly due to some constructional fea- 
tures which will be mentioned later, 
and partly to the comparative absence- 
of engine virbation. Third, came sur- 
prise at the easy riding over a moder- 
at»ly rough stretch of Belgian block 
and a bad grade crossing. Fourth, 
came evidence of power, 
in pulling 


the sedan wjtli four men as load, up 
.T erode on high scar from an 
ex- 


tremely slow start at the bottom. 
These first instantaneous impressions 
were all strengthened as the drive 
went on.
